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LACK OF PAPER LAID
TO RAIL CONGESTION

High Prices Due to War Con-
ditions Cause Unrest,
in Market.
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Rallrond econgestion, especlally since
the (Government took the roads ovep, and
increasing high prices dus to war con-
ditlons, are the two principal chuses
for the shortage and somewhat chaotle
condition of the commercial paper mar-
ket, pecording to several wholesals paper
daalers. Above all, the diMcully of
getting stock, owing to the raliroad con-
[ditlons, appears to be tha princlpal
| cnuse,

W. Bherman Winslow, sales mapager
of the J. B Linde Paper Company, an
{organisation that deals In all soris of
paper In both this country and South
America, had some Interesting facta to
give yesterday relative to the sltustion.
Hlis tone, on the whole, was one of optl-
miem, und this |s reflected by practically
all the paper dealers.

Mr. Winslow sald many of the milx
were booked up with Government orders,
many of which appeared needions, Thou-
randsof pounds of paper aro used In elr-

culars, printed on one side only, and
malied In large envelopes. thar are
thrown In the waste paper hasket as

2000 am they nre recelved.

During June, Mr. Winslow sald, there
were Increases in price of 10 to 25 per
cent. on every filne paper made, Since
the war the cost of these papers has prac-
tically doubled. Many mills will not take
orders at all, owing to the fact that they
are booked so far shead. Others will
take ordera to be delivered In two to
three months time at the price then ob-
talning, It takes twice as long to de-
{lver paper as It used to, and one of the
causes of this, according to Mr, Winslow,
was becauns of the frequent embargos
put on the frelght cars. He cited the
cage of the Amerlean Writing Paper
Company of Holyvoke, Mass, which for
rome time was nllowed to =hip but ons
‘ar u day when |t was anxious to ship
Len

Many sumgestions huve been brought
forward as the best meann of easing up
the paper market and manufacturers
and wholesalers are looking with op-
timism to & mesting to-morrow in Wash-
ingtan of represantativesy of (he paper
trade with the stationery divislon of the
Wur Industries Board, when the proh-
lema confronting the paper men will be
discussed and probable aetion taken to
ald them,

aor vellum be dispensed with, that bond

colors be reduced, that maximum weaight

The
Unitad States Governmant has a cable-
gram addressed to Relsinger, which was
filed for tranemisslon In Germany, when
it became apparent that Hermann
Bitleken, the ostensible though unwitting
ounlm- of the Bvewing Mail, had not long
to llve,

“Eleloken's' Message.

“If represeniations made to you are
correct, represenl my Interssis In New
York,” was the gist of the cablegram,
which was signed “"Hlalcken."

FPlainly this message was only part
of a correnpondencs, but 1t Ia the only
part the Government has thus far besn
Able to lay hands on, The rest has
been theoretioally reconstructed out of
circumatance. That Hermann Rlslcken
himeelf had anything to do with Ita
mending, or with the transactions in-
volved In the purchase and submequent
support of the Kventmg Nail, Federal
agents do not for ene moment belleve
The fact ia that Sielcken was on his
death bed when the cahlegram wos aent
Death would be followed by the roveln- |
tion that holdings In the Euvening Matl)
wars not included in his eatale, 1t wan |
necessry then In order to conceal the
real ownership of the newspaper (which
e, Rumely had attributed to him and to
Mrs. Adolphuy Buseh) to effect a re-
tranafer on the dummy line

No lesx than $1,861,000 had been put
up by Rumely's backers—money that
the United States ham now teaced back
to the German Embassy In Washington
and to persons whose present fleld of
operation Is limited by the German front
lines, Nevertheleaa the cablegram
meant that the camouflage “Mr
Slelcken” was ready to sell out all that
reprenented §1,381,000 invested for $100,-
0600, For the eablegram found its wuy
Into the oMee of the law firm of Hayen,
Kauffman & Lindheim in Wall street and
Was made by these former solleitora Lo
the German Bmbassy the basis of a re-
kale of the Evening Mail

Transfer to the Iury-rs of & note for
$100,000, drawn Beptember 27, 1817, and
vayable in two years, made Dr. Rumely
abmolute owner of the newspaper. And
not only did he get the Kvening Mail,
but notes for all the money he had oh-
tained from his backers and the Evening
Mail stock, which he had deposited nlong
a-l:'l:l them as collateral, were returned
to him,

No Traoe of An Interest,

the erstwhile

Shortly after this bit of magmanimity
by proxy Slelcken, tha New Tork “coffes
king” of an earller day, passed quiotlrr
out of the plot. And it was remarked |
that when his affalrs were looked Into|
by ofMcers of the Columbla Trust Com-
pany, his executor, no Lrace was ftmn:l1
of even & fleeting Interest in the Eve-
ning Mail,

Thus, falrly successfully, the “Sielcken
backing" was disposed of There soemed
to o no danger that Mrs. Adolphus
Busch would ever know that she was
supposedly one of the ownars of the Eie-
ning Madl; or that, anyhow, she would
ever say anything to the contrary, She
wWAs In Germany and llkely enough to
stay there for the duration of the war,

But Mem Busch had a notlon of com-
Ing biack to the United States and acted
on it The result was that agente of |
the Department of Justice met her at
Key Wemt and asked her about her
Evening Mail stock, aad she told them
she'd nevar thought of buying any.

That exploded sverything, Socirs st
fired th the knowiedge they were In Ger-
many, Dr. Rumely had told all infl-
matsly concerned that his money was
Sielcken-NRoah money, A yvear ago when
he wae called to Washington to discuss
the Eveming Moll ownership with Chief
Bielnakl of the Department of Justice |
bureau of investigation he had said the
sama thing that Mr. Stoddard had been
persunded 1o helleve,

In his staterment ns published n the |
first editlons of the Eveninpg Mail under |
the restored old manamement of hygone |
yeara, and as later amplified in & talk
with reporters, he told of having spoken
his mind on the subject of the doctor
as long ago A8 laat October.

“For the money invested in tha Even-
frng Mail the German Government has
not had a return which could he made
to meastre up te A cent on the doliar”
“Mertninly sinece the Trnited
Rtntes ontered the war the paper has
been nuncomprominingly  Ameriean, and
hefore that li= ald to tha German cause
was of doubtful valus

“1 recall one partigular story whieh 1
stopped short of the scomposing room. 1t
concerned the war work being dons by
the women of Germany, and as a plece
of news aimoal Any newspaper would
have readily printed |t In fact the only
reason I stopped [t was because the Mail
had been printing so many stories of the
sort.

Anti-Aritish Polley.

“Under Dir. Rumely’'s  direction, the
Evening Mail was rather anti-Hritish
than pro-German. For thess sentiments
Praf, Edwin J. Clapp, who left the fac-
ulty of the College of the Clty of New
Ydrk to bhecome an editorial writer for
Rumely, was spokasman. (Mapp, whose
writings were in large part on the sub-
ject of the freedom of the meha, In now
n memboer of the New York and New
Jersey Harbor Commission

“I'r. Bumely did not by any means
make his money go as far a8 It might
have gone. He was a dreamer and w the-

orlet. One of his Arst moves was 16 junk
n perfectly good printing plant and re-
pince It with brand new machinery

This cost belween §225,000 and $360,000,
Then, nithough we might have stared In
the old bullding four or five years longer,
he arranged to move into the present
home of the Kvening Mail.

“The clty owns the bullding, which
was not adaptead for use us & newspaper
publication offles, and would spend nn
wmoney In remodelling. HRumely attended
o that himeell, and spent about $60,000
more.  He bought new furniture, ngw
everrthing,

“After B 5. McClure had been editor
for some time Rumely sent him to Eng-
land, France, Helglum, Russin and Ja-
ran, He always had a half dozen peo-
ple rouming wbout, chasing rainbows,

It wan all, of course, largely waste."

Mr. Stoddard went into patnstaking
detnil In the statement published In the
Evening Mail, which follows in part

Ind,, and an 1 aftarward jvarned
was Al the head of the Rumely Agricul-
tural Machine Company. The negotla-
tions with me were closed by my agree-
Ing to retaln personally and have my
friends retaln our bonds on the prop-
erly. 1 pald off all the dshia on the
newspaper up to May 20, 1815, and de-
livared to Dr. Rumely all the stock 1
owned, na well an all I could secure at
the time from other sharsholders

“While my negollations with T
Rumely ware In progress, Mr. Hugo
Boehweltser, who for years represented
the German dyeatufl trust In this elty,
came 1o my office and opened his con-
varsation with me by Dbluntly stating
that he and other German Amerieans
wanted to buy & newspaper to speak for
German Interests during the war, |
told him he could not buy the Mail for
nuch a purposs and closed the Interview
Nevertheoless ha returned two or (hree
timea, but with the samc result. T told
him that his syndicate must be the
group about which thare ware 6 many
rumors. He was quite frank about the
matter and sald that he could ralse
quite a large aum. 1 abeolutely refused
to conwider a proposition of this sort
under any slrcumstances,

“Hecauns of my talks with WMr
Bchweltger T folt that I had looated the
rumorsd Cerman ayndicate, and nat-
urlly gave to thought to the Rumely
negotiations as of that character, A
weak or ten days befors the paper wan
taken over the Lusitania was sunk, and
I recall that Dr. Rumely congratulatad
me on the Mall's editorials denouncing
that outrage.

“Turing the threa months from Feb-
ruary to May B0, 1818, on which date
Dr. Rumely took over the paper, he
eompiained frequently of his diMculty
In rmising the necessary money. and
wanted me to accepl preferred stock for
part payment. 1 refused to do this,
An T expectad to retire absolutaly from
the property.

Ready With Money,

"Untll within a day of tha elosing
I had the Impression that Dr. Rumely
would not ba able tn meet his ohil-
gation, I had about made up my mind
1o g0 on with the paper na 1 had been
doing for Nfieen years, when ha sud-
denly turned up In my ofMce and notl-
fled me that he was ready.

“1 had no Information as to the source
of Dr. Rumsly'a funds and no right or
power fo Inquire into IL At the tima 1
mentioned to him the rumors about n
MNerman syndicate, and told him of the
Echwellser visiis. He volunteersd the
remark that svery one In his syndleate
wha An American citizen, and that two
